King Alfred's Education 

"Alfred was wholly Ignorant of let- 
ters until he attained twelve years of 
age," writes Sir Francis l'algrave. 
"He was greatly loved by his parents, 
who fondled the boy for his beauty; 
but that Instruction which the poorest 
child can now acquire with the great- 
est ease was withheld from the son of 
the Saxon king. Alfred was taught to 
wind the horn and to bend the bow. 
to hunt and to hawk; and he acquired 
great Skill in the art of the chase, con- 
sidered throughout the middle ages 



A thanksgiving supper was given at 
the Y. M. C. A. on Monday evening. 
Some sixty men of the Fourth Univer- 
sity Company w ere in attendance. 

After a very pleasant repast, some 
Interesting speeches were given by Sir 
Win. Peterson and Dr. A. W. Thorn- 
ton. 

The dinner was attended by nearly 
three hundred members and visitors, 
many of them in khaki, and was under 
the chairmanship of Dr. F. J. Tecs. 

Sir William Peterson, who spoke 
after the singing of " Rule. Britanuia," | 
asked how Canada would now have 
been situated but for the British navy. 
The song, he said, was most appropri- 
ate at the present time, for Britain did 
actually rule the waves, and not until 
she should graciously be pleased to 
give permission would the German flag 
be seen upon the ocean again. The 
significance of the imperative in the 
word "Rule" was perhaps sometimes 
forgotten III Canada, for the Dominion 
might have done more towards main- 1 
lalning ihe Empire's supremacy at sea. 

One of the most cunning things 
Which the Germans had done to justify 
themselves, Sir William pursued, was 
to sel up ngulnst the reproach of their j 
militarism the pretence that Britain's 
so-called navalism was Just as bad. 
and to such an extent that some Amer- 
icans, boastful of their neutrality, had 
suggested that Britain and Germany 
were equally at fault. But not all 
Americans were of this opinion, the 
speaker declared, and perhaps the best 
way to define the general neutral feel- 
ing In the United States was to quote 
one citizen who said he cared little 
whether it was the British, the French 
or the Russians who should defeat 
Germany. 

Whatever might be said of this Brit- 
ish navalism, nobody could plausibly 
declare that it had been oppressive, 1 
and the southern republic, indeed, had 
practically grown up under the pro- 
tection of the British Empire. To Brit- 
ain, with her far-flung empire, the su- 
premacy of the seas was a neceslty 
and not a weapon of aggresison. But 
if Britain lost this supremacy, the Ger- 
mans would gain It, and the choice 
was, therefore, reduced to an alterna- 
tive between British and German civil- 
ization. 

Sir William Peterson turned to con- 
sider the Dominion's part In the war. 
declaring that Canadians had been 
elevated above their cousins to ihe 
south in being privileged to do I licit- 
share in this great world-conflict and 
help in checking Germany In her 
spring at the throat of Freedom. If 
there had been the slightest doubt as 
to the righteousness of Britain's cause, 
that automatic nnd unshrinking rally 
of the dominions to the flag would 
never have been possible. This alone 
was strong evidence that the cause 
was Just. Italy's action In withdraw- 
ing herself from alliance with Ger- 
many when the Kaiser's aggressive 
armies poured into Belgium was fur- 
ther proof. As for the attitude of Ihe 
Balkan states, there were some races 
whose sense of right ranked not as 
high as Britain's, and whom other con- 
siderations might Influence. 

In dealing with the German want of 
logic in their decbrbtions and actions, 
the speaker compared the Teutons In 
their submarine policy with a burglar 
who Justified himself In shooting a 
man in his sleep because he found a 
revolver under the sleeper's pillow- 
after doing the murder. 

An appeal that Canada should do 
more and still more In this war for 
concluded Sir William's 
speech, attention being called by him 
to the fact that of the overseas domin- 
ions, Canada was not In the lead, much 
as she had done for the cause. 

Dr. A. W. Thornton vividly described 
many of the outrages of German war- 
fare. The declaration of one German 
officer that Germany was out. to win 
—made in answer to an Englishman s 
reproach that Britain had played the 
game while Germany had not — 
summed up the German attitude, he 
said. It was against the principles 
which actuated such deeds as the sink- 
ing of the Ltisltania, the Invasion of 
Belgium and Ihe dropping of bombs In

This is a necessary preliminary to 
every inter-class and inter-faculty 
contest, and an undergraduate who 
falls to do this is liable to debarment 
from college athletics. 

This step is taken in order that no 
man who is not in a fit state of health 
to do so shall take part in athletics and 
render himself liable to perhaps per- 
manent Injury.

Sydnty, New South Wales — The

Lieut. Cecil Crosley Was Promi- 
nent Boxer and Footballer 
at McGill. 



LIEUT. R. P. COVVEN KILLED 



Pte. Oscar Y. Brown, Who Died 
While a Prisoner. Was Student 
Here Some Years Ago. 



Lieut. Cecil Crosley. well known i>i 
McGill some years ago as a prominent 
Bportsman and athlete, was killed In 
action on August 16th while fight ine 
with his regiment, the 5th Royal Irish 
Fusiliers, in the Dardanelles. Such 
was the Information which reached the 
University authorities yesterday from 
Lieut. Crosley's mother, Mrs. Crosley, 
The Embankment. London, S,W, The 
tenth division of the Royal Irish Fusi- 
liers was mentioned for its gallant 
work after the Gallipoli landing. 

Lieut. Crosley was known at McGill, 
In addition to his class standing, for 
the active interest which he took in 
athletics. He was intercollegiate 
heavyweight hoxing champion in 1011* 
1912, captain of the English Hugh 1 
team in 1910-11, and president of the 
English Itugby Club in 1912-13, He 
was a most popular student and a fa- 
vorite with everybody. His loss will be 
deeply regretted by his fel low-students 
and by the University at large. 

Lieutenant Reginald Perclval (Pat) 
Cowen, Sci. '1G, belonging to Hie 16th 
Border Regiment. Mediterranean Ex- 
peditionary Force, died of dysentery al 
the Dardanelles on August Kith, the 
same day upon which Lieut, Crosley 
was killed in action. 



The Militia Department al Ottawa 
announced the death of Private Oscar 
Yeomans Brown in the midnight cas- 
ualty list of October 10th. Brown re- 
•cclvcd a gunshot wound in Hie back in 
the fighting at St. Julien on April 26111 
and died on September 15ih at Dort- 
mund, Germany. 

Pte. Brown was a former student of 
McGill and an undergraduate ot Har- 
vard. He was engaged on the editorial 
staff of the Montreal Evening News 
when war broke out. and bis brother 
Harold was also a reporter in Mont- 
real. When hostilities were declared, 
they both enlisted in the first Cana- 
dian Division C.E.F. Pte. O. V. Brown 
was attached to the Third aUt talion, 
CE. F., and previous to being taken a 
prisoner of war at St. Julien, took part 
in all the heavy fighting in which the 
Canadian division participated. 

News has been received in Montreal 
of the fact that Lieut. Victor DuclOS, 
of the 24th Battalion, who was report- 
ed wounded a few days ago, met in- 
jury accidentally. It seems probable, 
that Lieut. Duclos, who was in charge 
of the bomb-throwing corps, was 
wounded by the premature explosion 
of a grenade.

Dr. Howard T. Barnes Delivers 
Address on "The Quartz 
Lamp." 



The Physical Society met yesterday 
afternoon at 5 o'clock in the Physics 
Building for the first time this session. 
After a general shaking hands on the 
part ot the older members, tea was 
served by Dr, King and Mr. Rellley, 

Later the meeting was called to or- 
der by last year's president, Dr. 
Barnes, who, in the absence of the 
secretary, read the minutes of the last 
meeting. These were adopted, and 
those present concerned themselves 
With the election of new officers. 

Dr. Johnson was elected to occupy 
(lie president's chair, and Mr. Wheeler 
as vice-president. Miss Henry was 
elected secretary. Dis. Barnes, Stan- 
field and Shaw were chosen as consti- 
tuting the new advisory committee. 

The new president took the chair 
and called upon Dr. Barnes to give a 
short exposition on the quartz lamp. 
This Dr, Dames did in admirable man- 
ner. He commenced by showing the 
similarity of bis new piece of appar- 
atus to that of the Cooper-Hewitt lamp 
Which is so prevalent in all the cheap 
photo galleries of this city. Both 
lamps make use of the luminosity of 
mercury vapour caused by the passage 
of an electric current. Originally such 
apparatus was used as a transformer, 
but by substituting the ordinary glass 
tube with one of quartz glass, the ultra 
violet rays are obtained. 

Dr. Barnes showed by experiment 
how powerful these rays were by their 
bleaching power, and explained how 
Irritating thoy were lo the eyes. Un- 
like the X or Rocngten rays, the ultra 
violet rays do not penetrate below the 
skin. They do, however, if allowed lo 
play upon Hie skin at n distance of 
about six inches Tor a period of two or 
three minutes, produce an effect very 
similar to that of a sunburn, but if al- 
lowed to play longer they form large 
blotches of a more serious nature. 

On the conclusion of Dr. Barnes' ad- 
dress, the meeting was thrown open lo 
discussion by the new president, and 
much concerning the practical appli- 
cation or these rays was learned from 
one of the lady members. 

The meeting was concluded by the 
Introduction to Hie society of a new 
piece of apparatus for the measure- 
ment of particles of dust per cubic 
centimeter of air. Owing to some 
slight imperfection, a practical demon- 
stration was not given. The society 
therefore has .something most interest- 
ing in store.

Wounded McGill Man Returns 
From France — Others Enlist 
For Overseas Service- 



A letter has just been received from 
Sapper A. B. Rutherford, who icft lure 
last spring, together with about twtu- 
ty other McGill students, in tho 2nd 
Signalling Company. The censor has 
cut out two holes in the paper where 
reference was evidently made to the 
names of places he was al. The orig- 
inal party has been quite split up. 
some of the number having received 
commisisons, while others arc in 
France attached to various units and 
at headquarters. The letter is given 
below : 

Fiance, Sept. 19, 1915. 

Dear : 

If I remember rightly, when I enlist- 
ed I promised lo write you occasion- 
ally. Up to date I have not done so, 
but I have been aide to keep lao 
on your doings from your letters to 
Dave Smith (Science '17) and Dud 
Shrimpton (Mechanical '10). How- 
ever, now 1 hat we arc separated, I 
guess I will drop you a line. As I sup- 
pose you know by now. Dud Shrimpton 
is getting a commission in the London 
Post orfice Rifles, and so did not come 
over to France with us. Also Dave 
Smith is with Ihe divisional headquar- 
ters, and so I don't see much of him. 
Dave Davidson, Ewen MacEwen and I 
are Ihe only Wcstmount fellows in our 
section. 

We left camp last Sunday night, 
September 12, and inarched to Shorn- 
cliffe station. There we took the train 

for (censored), and got there 

about 9.30 a.m. Tuesday. We stayed 
around all day, and in the evening got 
on the boat and steamed across tho 
Channel. We landed about 10 a.m. 
Wednesday and put In time around the 
harbor all day. Then wo had a 20- 
hour train ride, and after that a 20- 
mile walk, with a break for the night 
after the first ten miles. As perhaps 
you know, all troops here travel in 
freight cars. The cars have benches 
In them, and are not at all bad when 
they are not crowded. The limit per 
car Is forty, and as we only had twelve 
In our car, we are O.K. Wc are now 
billeted in a large hall In a village 
about 32 miles behind the firing line. 

Tuesday. 21st. 
Since I started this loiter, we have 
moved forward, and our brigade is now 
in action. Our division is taking over 
the position of the division lo the left 

or Ihe (censored) division. W?ll, 

I guess this Is all the news for tin- 
present.

"Goldlc" Anderson, Sci. '11, who Is 
iu France with the 90th Field Com- 
pany, Engineers, 9th Division, has 
wrllten as follows to .Mrs. F. D.

"The country around here is very 
peaceful-looking till one begins to ex- 
amine the houses, which are mostly 
sad-looking wrecks. It is a mining 
district, and the mines are still work- 
ing, keeping at it to supply the liov- 
ernmont, I suppose. Our work lately 
has been clearing up trenches, fixing 
up shelters, etc.; keeps one busy mov- 
ing around from one thing to another. 

"I had a note from G. G. Gibbins. 
He Is still in England. 

"I now have, as you see, the rather 
vague address which is given by so 
many these days, and got it on rather 
short notice. One fine morning at ten 
( o clock I was ordered to proceed with

wished to go finally. 1 told them 1 
would like another fortnight or so and
